At length 
all things being quieted, and Charles finding himſelf 
old and broken with cares, and that his three Sons 
were Wiſe, Valiant, and Obedient, he reſolved to 
divide his Empire amongft them ; to Pepin he gave 
ftaly, to Charles, Germany and the Neighbour Coun- 
treys, keeping Lewis his Eldeft Son at home to Ins
